MOSCOW (AP) — President Nixon and Soviet Communist 


parly chief Leonid I. Brezhnev, leaders of the world's two nu- 
clear giants, have signed historic accords fo limit their mighty 
missile stockpiles and pledged to seek complete disarmament 
in (he years ahead. 


The firs! step back from the spiraling arms race that began 


in (he ashes of Hiroshima a generation ago came 46 minutes 
before midnight Friday in the glitter of a Czarist palace in the 
Kremlin. 


There Nixon and Brezhnev, on the fifth day of their summit 


talks, placed their signatures on a treaty limiting deployment 
of defensive missiles and on a five-year executive agreement 
restricting offensive missiles. 
. 


Under the treaty, which requires Senate confirmation, both 


sides will have the same number of defensive missile sites and 
launchers. Under the companion executive agreement, the 
Soviets will have a numerical edge in long-range land-and-sea 
based offensive missiles. 


U.S. officials said the defensive missile agreement is in. 


treaty form because such weapon systems are relatively 
stable and more easily subject to long-term agreement, They 
said arms technology could cause more frequent changes in 
offensive weapons which could not easily be incorporated in a 
treaty, a document more cumbersome to amend. 


With the strategic arms limitation agreements wrapped up, 


Nixon paused in his summit negotiations today to fly to the 
scenic former capital of Leningrad, known as St. Petersburg in 
the days of the Czars, for eight hours of sightseeing. 


Such international issues as Vietnam and the Middle East 


still are dangling—and almost certainly won't be resolved at. 
the summit. But Nixon will return to an election-year America 
on Thursday with a major foreign policy triumph on his 
record.

That triumph—the arms accords- 


provisions: 


—Both nations will have only two antiballistic missile sites, 


with no more than 100 defensive missile launchers on each. 
One U.S. site will be the one under construction near Grand 
Forks, N.D. The other will be near Washington, D.C. One So- 
viet site will be the one in place around Moscow. The other will 
be at least 780 miles away from the Russian capital. Neither 
nation will be allowed to start construction of additional fixed, 
land-based intercontinental ballistic missile launchers after 
July 1. The United States now has 1,054 ICBM launchers; the 
Soviets have 1,618. However, U.S. officials said the two nations 
remain at rough parity in over-all nuclear punch. The United 
Slates has a 3-1 edge in (he number of offensive missile 
warheads, although the Soviets have roughly a 3-1 edge in total 
megatons. 
—U.S. officials said the agreements provide for no onsite 


inspection to verify compliance with the limits. But they ex- 
pressed confidence adequate verification is possible with spy 
salelliles. 


—The United Slates may have no more than 710 submarine- 


based long-range missile launchers—it now has 656—or no

(AP) —'A cheer rose from the 
crude blockhouse as America 
launched its' first ballistic mis- 
sile Aug. 20, 1953. But seconds 
later gloom set in when the 
Redstone rocket plunged into 
the Atlantic Ocean. . 


:"Find out what went wrong," 


ordered Dr. Wertiher Von 
Braun, whose crew of rocket 


specialists from Germany de-, 
veloped the missile at the 
Army's Redstone Arsenal in 
Huntsville, Ala.

tem. A mechanic suggested-he 
might have made too tight a 
twist on a certain screw. Test- 
ing showed that to be the case.

HOLLAND, Mich': (AP) — 


Ottawa County deputies Friday 
conducted a foot-by-foot search 
'for clues in a wooded area ; 
where the body of a six-year- 
old girl was found a few hours 
before. 


The body of Donna Senters 


was found a quarter-mile from 
her Holland Township home. 
Sheriff Bernard Grysen said it 
appeared the girl had been 
beaten to death. 


The sheriff said Friday after- 


noon his department had very 
few clues to work on, no sus- 
pects and no murder weapon. 


The sheriff said an autopsy 


showed death was due to mas- 
sive internal bleeding in the 
chest cavity caused by a severe 
blow by an unknown blunt in- 
strument. The autopsy was 
performed at Holland hospital 
by pathologist Dr. Charles 
Wang. 


The sheriff said the girl came 


home from her kindergarten 
class at Woodside School 
Thursday afternoon, changed 
into a blue, two-piece bathing 
suit and went out to play. 


When it was time for dinner, 


her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas C. Senters, couldn't 
find Donna. Two neighborhood 
girls said they last saw her 
about 
6 p.m. The 
parents 


searched for a couple of hours, 


then called police about 9 p.m. 


A search was organized and- 


evenlually included about 100' 
persons, plus a team of track-' 
ing dogs from Grand Rapids. 


Two deputies found the girl 


shortly after 1 a.m. lying on her 
face in a clump of trees. 


Sheriff Grysen said the girl's 


bathing suit was intact and it 
did not appear she had b«en; 
molested. The girl was bat-- 
tered about the face and head, 


he said, and suffered a severe 
laceration^on the-back of the 
head. 


There was little blood where 


the-girl!s body was-'found, the 
sheriff said, indicating she may 
have been slain elsewhere and 
her body dumped mine-woods.: 


: The body, was .found about 50; 
feet from the path that runs : 
through, the wooded^area, offi- 
cers said.. There were no tire-, 
marks.along the path.

He an- 
nounced Friday in' Washington' 
that he is leaving the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration to become corporate 
vice president for engineering" 
and development at Fairchild 
Industries, Germanlown, Md. 


The firm is building scientific 


satellites, for launch in 1973 and 
1974. A.fairchild spokesman 
said Von Braun will concen- 
trate on space projects that will 
benefit. people on earth. He 
gave no specifics.

They are the motorized-tourist jam and 


the very probable need only a few years 
hence to exploit the petroleum

Tourist behavior is part of the first 


difficulty-. Littering and criminal conduct 
will have to be brought under better 
control if the parks are to remain open at 
all. 


In a recent article written for The New 


York Times, Udall implies that mining 
and timbering are less a hazard than the 
tourist's intoxication with speeding 
through a beauty spot without really 
comprehending what is before his eyes. 


Rigid controls can reduce the mining 


impact to virtually zero; perhaps, lead 
even to an improvement. 


High speed tourism is something else. 
Udall best described this craze by 


referring to a story told of Robert Frost, 
the poet, taking his first airplane flight. 


Frost instructed the pilot, "I don't want 


to go so fast that I miss anything. If you 
see any flowers, slow down." 


Their Monument 


Memorial Day was a day set apart in 


the northern states for the purpose of 
commemorating the sacrifice of the lives 
of Union soldiers who died in the Civil 
War. It is observed now throughout the 
country, and honors soldiers of all wars, 
except in some parts of the South, where a 
special day has been designated for the 
commemoration of Confederate soldiers. 


The old name, Decoration Day, 


reflected the custom of decorating the 
graves of the Union dead with flowers and 
flags. It has a more intimate, personal 
sound than the designation, Memorial 
Day. There are no living survivors of the 
millions who fought in the Civil War, but 
millions of veterans of World War I and 
World War II, and the Korean and Viet- 
nam conflicts, pay homage to their fallen 


comrades. 


In all truth, these dead are, in Lincoln's 


wordSi sacrifices on the altar of freedom. 
That is an abstraction that is perhaps of 
cold comfort to those who have lost 
husbands, fathers, brothers or sons in two 
world wars and the fighting in Indochina. 
That we live in freedom is, however, due 
to them. 


As we think of our homes and families, 


our schools and churches, of the cities and 
the villages, of the factories and the 
pleasant open landscape, of the woods and 
the streams and the American skies, for 
all these we must thank the dead. 


The thought brings them closer to us. 


Perhaps nothing can make death less 
poignant, but their monument is all 
around us. 


Labeling Controversy 


A strong objection from the canning 


industry was evoked by the Food and 
Drug Administration's recommendation 
that food processors list nutritional values 
on their labels. 
In a letter, the' National Canners 


Association predicted consumer confusion 
and 
"competitive maladjustment" if 


labeling is condoned before the FDA 
issues a final order, which may require 
labeling to take a different form. 


The food processing industry has been 


under fire recently. Stories have been 
published about the danger to health of 
some 3,000 food additives. The nutritional 
content 
of food 
products has 
been 


questioned in some instances. 
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Meanwhile, food processors, naturally 


enough, have been making claims about 
nutrition and denying charges of health 
danger with unprecedented enthusiasm. 


Consumer confusion could hardly be 


increased. While nutritional labeling may 
result in some competitive adjustment, 
there is little reason to label such change 
"maladjustment." 


If lableing is postponed until the FDA 


can run the red tape gamut necessary 
under the law, many food processors will 
not be affected for another year by 
labeling requirements. 


Timeliness is the reason the FDA gives 


for voluntary labeling on food processors, 
many of whom do the bulk of their 
business in May, June and July. 


The nutritional value of food products is 


clearly one of the key factors in deter- 
mining whose product to buy. Putting that 
value on the label could reduce consumer 
confusion.

paign? 
As representatives of your 


board of education, we have 
tried to improve your complete 
school system. This program 
like any experiment takes 
constant evaluation and is 
modified continuously to fit the 
needs of the pupil and the 
school system. The program 
thatstarted in September is not 
the same as today. 


The people with children in 


the open classroom have never 
written anything detrimental to 
the program. Those of you who 
are writing letters do not have 
children in open teaming, or 
have not taken the time to get 
involved with open learning. 
You have only read "The Open 
Classroom" by Herbert R. Kohl 
and assumed that what is in the 
book represents Watervliet's 
program. 


To restate your boards 


position, by unanimous vote the 
open classroom program was 
brought into the Watervliet 
school system. No board 
member has ever stated that 
this 
program 
should 
be 


eliminated. Your board will 
decide on the future of this 
program after 
they have 


studied the test result*. If 
continued, 
the parents will 


determine which method of 
learning their children will be 
enrolled into, traditional or 
open classroom. I would think 
that the parents, teachers, and 
principal are much better 
qualified to determine their 
child's educational needs than 
you or I. 


Again as your represen- 


tatives, should the Watervliet 
board of education judge, a 
program based on its test 
results, the parents of children 
in the program, and the 
volunteer parents who spend 
many hours in the classroom or 
should we evaluate a program 
based on discussions with 
people who do not have 
children in the program, have 
not 
spent 
time 
in 
the 


classroom, and have just read 
a book titled "The Open 
Classroom."

This before talks even 
begin. 
' If Hanoi sticks 
to these 


demands, it indicates a rigidity 


which could make it impossible 
for Nixon to negotiate. 


For acceptance would mean 


that Nixon, not Hanoi, with no 
fig leaf to hide the deed, would 
be forced to openly install a 
Communist-dominated gov- 
ernment without vote of the 
people or any pretense of a vote 
and 
do 
this 
before

negotiations. 


This would make the United 


States an open ally of Hanoi in 
the takeover, and be so blatant 
a United Slates sellout' of its 
principles and friends that it is 
difficult to see how anyone 
could (rust this country again. 


Perhaps this is what Hanoi 


wants more than it wants South 
Vietnam—or it may be Ho Chi 
Minh's successors now believe 
they can have both. 


Many veices say the United 


States should just get out of 
Vietnam and let things go at 
that. What should be made 
clear now is that the evidence 
so far is that Hanoi is not 
willing to settle for that. 


Hanoi seems to have made it 


crystal clear to Dr. Henry 
Kissinger that even if 
the 


United States were to pack up 
and leave "by a date certain," 
that would not be enough to 
insure the return of U.S.

There's Peril In 


The Fine Print 


Unlike his rivals, George 


McGovern has been fairly 
specific as regards his tax- 
reform 
proposals. 
Never- 


theless, few people seem to 
know what he is actually 
proposing, though there is a 
widespread but vague sense 
that McGovern would soak the 
fat cats and "close loopholes." 


You'd better read the fine 


print. The people who would 
really pay for Sen. McGovern's 
"redistribution of income" 
downward are those earning 
between 12 and 20 thousand a 
year. 


Consider. 
McGovern 
is 


proposing that every man, 
woman and child, regardless of 
wealth, receive an annual 
income grant from the Federal 
Government. 


The money to finance this, 


explains McGovern, 
would 


"come from those above a 
designated break-even income 
and would take the form of 
additional taxes. If the break- 
even income for a family of 
four were set at $12,000, about 
20 per cent of Federal tax- 
payers would experience a lax 
increase, while 80 per cent 
would be able to keep all or part 
of the grant." 


But let us look at the arith- 


metic 
of 
this 
proposal.

According 
to 
McGovern, 


everyone except that top 20 per 
cent would receive grants or 
reduced taxes totaling $43.1 
billion. In that top 20 per cent 
you have 15,000,000 taxpayers, 
but—and here is the rub—only 
about 3.3 million of them earn 
.more than $20,000. Suppose we 
bill those "fat cats" for the 
program of "redistribution." 
Dividing the cost, or 43 billion, 
by 3.3 million, we come out with 
a tab of some $13 thousand in 
additional 
taxes for each 


taxpayer in that category. 


But now, still assuming that 


the McGovern 
income-grant 


program is to be thus paid for 
by, in effect, taxing out of 
economic 
existence 
those 


earning over $20 thousand, who 
then do you suppose is going to 
pick up the tab for the rest of 
the McGovern budget? 


Suppose, at the extreme, you 


similarly tax out of existence 
all those earning over $100,000 
—i.e., take every cetit of gross 
income. This would rake in 
some 16.5 billion, or—and note 
this well—about 5 per cent of 
the McGovern budget. 


It is now clear that the bulk of 


the McGovern program must 
be paid for by those above the 
$12,000 break-even point, but 
below $20,000. 


This analysis, for the sake of 


clarity, has been cast in the 
form most favorable to those 
earning 
$12-20 thousand. In 


reality, those above $20,000 
probably would not be taxed at 
quite so high a rate; but this, in 
turn, would shift a still greater 
burden downward into the $12- 
20,000 range.
